It was that they might rule 
er the whole land, both North and South; 
at they might become, in fact, the legisla¬ 
tor makers of the laws, and thus protect 
d establish slavery forever as an institution 
the United States. This preponderance, 
en there can be no doubt, is the source of 
e evils mentioned. 

I will now ask you, my friends of the North, 
iat have you profited by this preponderance 
ascendency? I will tell you. You have 
t a slaveholding President, a slaveholding 
nate, a slaveholding Congress, and aslave- 
lding Cabinet. You have got the very sort 
men in those high offices, the most detri- 
;ntal to your best interests. 

But perhaps the men, filling these offices, 
iy have been more serviceable to you than 
a are aware of, as legislators. 1 will ask 
fl, then, what good they have done? In the 
inrnon routine of business, in Congress,they 
ve done, perhaps, as well as any other men 
ild have done; but, whenever slavery has 
sn brought before them as a matter of busi- 
ss, the most malignant of what we call de-1 
ns, could not have done worse. Their laws 
iinst their slaves stand on record as the mosl 
ody of the most savage nations upon earth: 
shocking, as to produce horror and indig- 
tion in all who read them; and so shocking] 
ttoueof your own Judges, Stroud, who 
it brought them together in print, is now, or 
is lately, buying up the unsold copies; be- 
use, as was reported, wherever the book is 
Bn, it makes converts to the anti-slavery 
use.

“ Proclaim Liberty thronghout all the land, unto all the inhabitants thereof.”—Leviticus 25 : lo. 
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serve to forward and accomplish this object? 

I answer, first, through the medium of con¬ 
versation, every one with his friends and ac¬ 
quaintance, and even with strangers, where a 
suitable opportunity offers. You must never 
allow the notions and arguments of the slave¬ 
holders, as urged either by themselves or oth¬ 
ers, to pass without a suitable opposition.— 
You must not allow them, for instance, to treat 
God’s declaration at creation as a lie, “that he 
made man in his own image,” and that there 
originally but one race of men. You must 
stand up for the poor slaves, who are not al¬ 
lowed to stand up for themselves. There is 
argument which you must always have 
ready on your lips to utter, and which can 
never be answered by any sophistry; you 
must say, that “Slaves are men, and not 
brutes; that they have the same form and 
shape as men, but brutes have not this form; 
that they have intellect, but brutes have only 
instinct; that they can talk, but brutes have no 
articulation; that they have the power of 
reasoning, but brutes have no such power; 
that they understand religious truths, and are 
susceptible of religious feeling, but brutes 
have neither such understanding nor such sen¬ 
sations; that they have consequently an im¬ 
mortal soul, but the brutes perish. But if they 
are men like ourselves, then Christianity com¬ 
mands us to perform towards them the same 
duties of humanity which it enjoins on all oth¬ 
ers who are acknowledged to be men; and 
then, it may be argued, that there could be no 
such thing as slavery. If you, then,my friends, 
and all the well-disposed persons of the North, 
were to stand up for the slaves in his manner, 
do you think that you would not produce an 
infinity of good to the anti-slavery cause ? I 
pray you not to think this my advice trifling, 
or of no consequence. You would probably, 
by Following it, stop the progress of slave 
opinions of many, and make converts of oth¬ 
ers who have adopted them. 

But this is not all. You must act as well as 
talk. The political preponderance of the 
South over the North must be broken up be¬ 
fore you can expect to effect your object.— 
You may endeavor to direct the public mind 
to this end by occasionally publishing little 
tracts of a few pages only, showing that, if we 
are to judge by what the people of the South, 
have done, (by their unjust lavys, and the vio¬ 
lation of their charter of independence,) they , 
are not fit to rule the land. The adoption of| 
the principles and notions which slaveholding 
induces, disqualifies them for a righteous ad¬ 
ministration of the government. These little 
tracts could not fail of having their effect in so 
plain a case. 

But there is another way in conjunction 
with the two now mentioned, which would 
contribute greatly to our views. Every man’s 
attention must be turned to the securing of 
votes, at your elections, in favor of such can¬ 
didates, for seats in Congress, as will pledge 
themselves to vote for the total abolition of| 
slavery. By such means it was (by making 
slavery the subject of almost daily conversa¬ 
tion, and painting it every where in bright 
colors, and by the slaveholders making inter¬ 
est to get themselves and their friends into 
Congress,) that the people of the South gained 
this ascendency, and by such means they have 
contrived to keep it up. Why, then, should 
you not do the same? There is a reasonable 
prospect of success, if the anti-slavery cause 
should go on advancing as rapidly as it has 
done in the last six months. Why should you 
despair? Your cause is a holy one, being the 
cause of mercy, justice, and religion. That 
of the people of the South is a supremely 
wicked one, and such as all independent and 
disinterested men of only common honesty 
would be ashamed to patronize. Besides you 
are sufficiently numerous to secure the as¬ 
cendency. Look at the tens of thousands in 
the North who have lately joined thestandard 
of liberty, and the tens of thousands there, of j 
independent, rational men, who have hitherto 
taken no part in the question, and who are 
yet left for conviction, and you will see no 
reason to despair. But you must be energetic 
and persevering, as much as if you considered 
the cause to be your own. Forwhat are you 
called tipon to do? “To loose the bands of| 
wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, and 
let the oppressed go free,” (Isa. lviii. 6 ,) and 
to arrest the progress of principles which are 
contrary to the law of God. Pleasing task 1 
Could you have a more noble subject to call 
forth your exertions than this? No! Choose, 
then, your way. Consider well whether you 
will be any longer trodden down by the peo¬ 
ple of the South, any longer submit to gag¬ 
ging bills, any longer submit to be the jailors 
for their fugitive slaves, or whether you wil. 
be your own masters, aiming at the restora¬ 
tion of morals, and making laws agreeable to 
your Declaration of Independence, the object 
of which originally was the liberty and happi-

Philadelphia Bible Society and Slavery- 
The Philadelphia Bible Society had last 
year for its President, Prof. C. D. Cleveland, 
and at the same time for its Corresponding 
Secretary, a notorious slaveholder. Prof. 
Cleveland wrote, last summer, an able and 
eloquent “Address of the Liberty party of 
Pennsylvania to the People of the State.”— 
For so doing he was politely informed that 
ould not be re-elected; a majority of the 
board of managers regarded his connection 
with the Liberty party as a sufficient ground 
tor his rejection. Under these circumstances, 
Prof. C. felt himself under the necessity of ten¬ 
dering his resignation to the board. The board 
accepted it by a vote of 14 to 7. It will thus 
le seen that men, who can unite year after 
year in electing a slaveholder as one of their 
officers, stood ready to proscribe another of¬ 
ficer who had dared to express his hostility to 
slavery ! The editor of the Anti-Slavery Re¬ 
porter, in noticing this matter, says: 

“A gentleman, a scholar, and a Christian, 
whom the Board of Managers of the Phil¬ 
adelphia Bible Society acknowledges itself to 
be ‘mainly indebted for the prominent and in¬ 
fluential position it has obtained in the re¬ 
gards of the Christian community,’ and to 
whose ‘sound judgment and zeal’ in the dis¬ 
charge of his duties,’ they bear an earnest 
testimony’—such an one resigns his office, 
stating explicitly that he does it only because 
he learns that opposition will lie made to bis 
-election on the ground of his having writ- 
n an ‘Address’ in opposition to slavery, and 
behalf of honest ami impartial freedom.— 
Such a ssignation, from such a man, and for 
such a reason, the Board, after a lung discus- 
. deliberately decided to accept. In 
doing, they confess that the opposition did i 
They confess that it existed for the r 
supposed. Otherwise, they would 
have said to Mr. Cleveland, ‘You i 
mistaken. There is no opposition, or if there 
be, it is not on that ground. We beg you, 
therefore, to recall your letter, and retain 
your office: or if, because of opposition on 
other grounds, you still insist on your resig¬ 
nation being accepted, we accept it, thanking 
you for your past in valuable services, and as¬ 
suring you most solemnly, that the free utter- 
of your views and feelings, as a citizen, 
aspect to slavery, is the last thing vve 
should ever think of as disqualifying you, oi 
any one for the presidency of the Philadel¬ 
phia Bible Society.’ But the Philadelphia 
managers do no such thing. They accept the 
resignation as stated. They confess therein 
both to the fact of the opposition, and the rea¬ 
son for it. In all this they deliberately pro¬ 
scribe free thought and free speech. They 
proclaim it to the world, that they and slavery 
are in such close alliance, that he who touch¬ 
es it touches them; and is thereby an outlaw 
from favor and from office in the Philadelphia 
Bible Society.

PROFIT AND LOSS OF SLAVERY. 
E. Burritt, —Esteemed Friend:—I hasten 
to give the information requested in the last 
number of the Citizen. 

Thou will see, by looking over the subjoin¬ 
ed statistics, that some errors uccurred in the 
report of my remarks in Faneuil Hall, in the 
Citizen of 2d inst., in the particular referring 
to the amount earned by slaves, and cost c 
clothing and feeding them. 

When commenting upon the dictatorial 
Alienee of the slave power; upon the oft re¬ 
peated assertion that the North had nothing 
to do with that “time-honored and sacred in¬ 
stitution,” that we must not even approach 
sacred holiness with our prayers, or peti¬ 
tions; that press and pen, and tongue, must 
be silent or speak in praise of this sublime 
goddess of democracy, I attempted to show 
that we were paying a most burdensome 
for its support; that every mail brought i 
new demand upon purse of conscience; that 
every breeze that sweeps along from the 
Heaven-accursed land of chains brought a new 
influence to blight the hopes of freemen; > 
new command to sacrifice truth and humani¬ 
ty, interest and religion, to uphold - the new 
beauties of this death-distilling system; to fi: 
more steadfastly this “corner stone of our re 
publican institutions;” that merchant, priest 
and politician felt, in turn, the cutting lash of 
the slave-driver’s whip.

Thomas Morris. —The sudden death of 
the lamented Thomas Morris is fresh in the 
memories of our readers. Dr. Brisbane re¬ 
cently pronounced an eulogy upon him at Cin¬ 
cinnati, from which the following facts are 
gathered:— 

At the age of fourteen he made a full hand 
the harvest field. At sixteen he shouldered 
his rifle against the Indians on the frontiers 
of Virginia and Pennsylvania. At seventeen 
he served in Capt. Lewis Morgan’s company 
of Ward Rangers, stationed in the wilderness 
hat is now the eastern part of Ohio. At 
nineteen (about the year 1795,) he became a 
resident of Columbia, in this county, sever, 
years before Ohio became a State. He was 
at that time a clerk in the storeof John Smith, 
afterwards one of the first appointed U. S. 
senators from Ohio. In 1797 he married the 
lady who is now his widow, and about three 
years after that settled in Clermont county. 
In 1802 he commenced the study of law with 
a few books, and without a preceptor, and the 
next year was admitted to the bar. In 1806 
he was elected a representative to the Ohio 
legislature, in 1809 was appointed judge of 
the Supreme Court of this State, to fill out an 
uuexpiredterm. The next year he was re-elect¬ 
ed to the legislature, and he continued to be 
sent .ither to the House or Senate, till 1832, 
when he was elected U. S. senator for six 
years. In 1838-9 he made his great speech 
in the Senate of the United States, in reply to 
Mr. Clay on the slavery question, and was 
discarded by his party. In 1841 he was nom¬ 
inated by the Liberty party as its vice presi¬ 
dential candidate, and re-nominated for the 
same office in 1844. His death took place 
just after the election, December 7, 1844, from 
apoplexy; and his last words were, “Lord, 
have mercy upon me!”

HEAR HON. CHARLES MINER OF 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

Mr. Miner was a member of Congi 
1829,—was an eminent man, and is : 
have stood at the head of the Pennsylvania 
delegation. He introduced a resolution for 
the abolition of slavery in the District, which 
lost of course. He has written a letter 
to Hon. W. Woodbridge, senator from Ct. 
which the following is the principal part.— 

The influence of slavery over both the old 
parties is described with much discrimination 
and ability, and coming from such a source, 
the letter ought to receve serious considera¬ 
tion. If you would put down this spirit of sla- again 
very, it must be done as independent freemen 
at the ballot box;—otherwise your country is 
lost. 

My purpose is to touch a single topic. The 
influence of Slavery upon the fate and fortunes 
of Northern Statesmen. A taunt previously 
thrown out, has recently been repeated:— 

CsJ* “No President from a Northern State 
has ever been re-elected.” The presidential 
honors and duties for fifty-four years have 
been enjoyed and exercised twelve years only 
by citizens of free States, and forty-two by 
those of the South. Whence has arisen this 
disparity ? Have the South greater numbers ? 

Have they abler Statesmen? Or is there some 
secret cause, some under current, powerful 
but unseen, that produces this extraordinary 
result? Up to the election of Mr. Van Buren, 
of about 800 Electoral votes cast south of 
the Ohio and Potomac, only 7 or 8 had ever 
been given for a man who was not a slavehol¬ 
der! Could this be accident—the natural re¬ 
sult of party action—or the manifest and ac¬ 
knowledged inferiority of Northern men? Or 
did it proceed from a hidden cause, deep, 
dark, irresistible ? Long off the African shore 
our mariners sailed unconscious of danger; 
for by their course and reckoning they were 
on the right track, when, suddenly, ship after 
ship, as in the case of the unfortunate Riley, 
was dashed a wreck on the coast. The dark 
under current, with its malign influence, 
heretofore unknown, had not been calculat¬ 


ed. 

In Congress, during the administration of 
Mr. Adams, if the political influence of the 
South should be named, the fate of Mr. Clay 
it was felt would probably be sealed. 

What could mean the declaration of R. M. 
Johnson, “This administration must be put 
down, though it were as pure as angels before 
the Throne of God!” Had Mr. Adams been 
a Southern, thorough-going slaveholder, and 
Gen. Jackson a Pennsylvanian or New York¬ 
er, I dare boldly to aver, if the civil merits of 
the General had been far greater, and his mil¬ 
itary exploits fourfold more brilliant, Mr. Ad¬ 
ams would yet have been re-ehosen by almost 
unanimous acclamation! 

But this injustice became too glaring, and 
Mr. Van Buren was selected as a Northern 
candidate. History has recorded the humil¬ 
iating pledges demanded of him! I speak 
truth according to my understanding. Our 
excellent—our noble friend, Gen. Harrison, 
owed his triumph in no slight degree to his 
having been born in a Slave State, and hav¬ 
ing voted with the South on the Missouri 
question! And yet he, in my deliberate opin- 
ton, would have stood scarcely a chance of 
success, had he been opposed by any Southern 
Slaveholder, who, in the chapter of probabil¬ 
ities, might have been against him! 

Mr. Clay, opposed to Mr. Van Buren, 


would have had a larger majority than Gen. 
Harrison. The Slave influence would have 
(reluctantly) rallied for Mr. Clay in prefer¬ 
ence to him. This state of things was seen 
and felt and acted upon, though unavowed.— 
The astueious veteran in politics, Tazewell 
of Virginia, saw clearly where the Lion slept, 
when he said, “It will not be Van Buren—nor 
any Northern man, but some Southern gen¬ 
tlemen, who may not have been named or 
thought of.” 

The Baltimore Convention met and Mr. 
Polk was selected, under circumstances suffic¬ 
iently public and extraordinary. Gen. Cass 
was passed over. Mr. Buchanan, ten years 
longer engaged in public service, who had 
been presented with great unanimity by Penn¬ 
sylvania, a State which never having” had a 
President, (Tennessee recently having given 
a President for two terms ”in succession,) 
might have been supposed worthy of some 
considerations, was also passed over. Mr. 
Woodbury, of great experience, was bid to 
stand aside, and Mr. Van Buren was tramp¬ 
led in the dust. The whole myriad of mere 
politicians, rank and file, who looked only to 
the spoils of victory, saw with instinctive 
sagacity, where the game lay. Mr. Clay had 
brought about the Missouri compromise! At 
the North too! he had rivetted slavery on a 
large part of Louisiana! At the South, he 
had limited the range of the “blessed institu¬ 
tion,” and shut out slavery forever from sev¬ 
eral degrees of latitude! In early life he had 
sought to free noble Kentucky from its paral¬ 
ysing influence! He-had breathed in the Cap¬ 
itol in words of glowing eloquence the sacred 
truths of justice and freedom in regard to the 
slave! If an out and out slaveholder, who 
never had expressed a sentiment on that ex¬ 
citing topic that could awaken the jealousy of 
slavery on Presidential candidates, dimly seen 
before, then became revealed in all the odious- 
ofits degrading ostracism upon northern 
statesmen. In my judgment, formed at the 
time, confirmed by near twenty years’ experi¬ 
ence, the administration of Mr. Adams wa§ a 
perfect pattern Of lofty patriotism and 
nently wise statesmanship. 

I appeal to every Whig to say, if the deep 
feeling of alarm—the lurid shadow upon the 
hopes of every man who looked below the 
mere surface, and noted the secret springs of 
action, did not, in the announcement, speak 
of incertitude where confidence had before 
reigned, while our previously desponding op¬ 
ponents, now charged with the alert step of 
troops almost assured of victory! It was nei¬ 
ther Texas—nor-the Tariff—nor a National 
Bank—nor Distribution—nor the Sub Treas¬ 
ury. No. All these combined did not con¬ 
trol one vote in five hundred on either side,— 
The master spirit that decided this, as it had 
before decided numerous contests, was the 
spirit of slavery. I am free to say, for my 
individual self, that, had the older Adams 
been a slaveholder, residing in the South, he 
would have been re-chosen, and that neither 
Jefferson, nor Madison, nor Monroe, had 
they been citizens of Pennsylvania, New York 
or Massachusetts, would ever have attained 
to the Presidential dignity! 

The vulture scents his prey from afar, but 
not farther than the politician, eager for the 
flesh pots, “the rich, reeking and the rare,” 
of embassies, consulships, post-offices, collec- 
torships, navy and army contracts &c., a train 
band, whose name is legion, whom experience 
has taught that a slaveholder will succeed 
four times in five. These, casting their weight 
where victory is probable, render victory cer¬ 
tain. The north, always divided by parties, 
having no such controlling bond of secret Un¬ 
ion, is thus marshalled and led to the sacrifice 
of their eminent statesmen, who might justly 
aspire to the office of President. I speak 
without reference to party. The evil is gen¬ 
eral, the suffering common, and if there be a 
deeper wrong, thelocofoco party, having been 
longer in the ascendant, have felt it most se¬ 
verely. What is the honor of the free States 
to mere politicians, the mass of office-seekers? 
Alas! in our party warfare, under the impulse 
of the hour, in the desire of local or State 
victory, that gentleman eminently qualified 
for the highest station, on both sides, should 
again and again allow themselves to fight the 
battles of the South, and break down North¬ 
ern Statesmen! The poisoned chalice, all 
experience shows, will assuredly be returned 
to their lips. Let not Mr. Silas Wright, great 
are his talents, urbane his manners, hope 
escape the general ostracism. Let him be 
nominated for President, throw into a hat the j 
names of 100 slaveholding lawyers of the 
South and take one by chance, Mr. Wright 
could not reasonably hope for success against 
him. I was about to speak more harshly; 
but melancholy rather than anger affects me. j 
T ' northern gentleman whose star may 
v to be ascending tofrie zenith, fond¬ 
ly imagine that the sun will stand still in Gid-1 
eon, and the moon in Ajalon to light him to 
victory. If Sergeant, Tilghman and Inger- 
soll—King and Clinton, Huntingdon, Ells-! 
worth, Walcott, the Adamses, Otis, and 
Webster, Woodbury, Van Buren, Buchanan 
and Cass, and other distinguished men of the 
North, were unable to bear up against this 
under current, let no one now hope to be 
ore successful. 

Are the leading gentlemen of the South in 
combination on this point to degrade the north 
and withhold from her a due share of the 
highest honors of the Republic? Perhaps 
such an assertion would be too broad. Many 
doubtless encourage the exclusive spirit, be¬ 
cause it increases their own cjiance; but this 
should be presented in bold relief, that it is 
t so much the fault of Southern Statesmen 
of the system of slavery itself. No one 
appreciates more highly the just, generous, 
and noble spirit of a large proportion of south¬ 
ern gentlemen. They themselves are slaves 
to the Dark Spirit. 

Let the ablest man of the south openly ad¬ 
vocates the cause of an equal participation ol 
the north in Presidential honors. O yes, as 
an abstract proposition, it is all well; but let 
a Presidential election approach, a Southern 
and Northern man being competitors, then 
he advocates the liberal doctrine at his peril. 
Then comes up close behind him, not only 
one, but a dozen, ambitious men, who would 
have no objection to his place and influence. 

“That! is-turning traitor to the south ? 

Is he favoring the cause of the abolitionists? ( 
Is this a time to divest the south of a shred of j 
power over the laws when our salvation is, at 
stake? Did you hear what such a northern 
paper said? Seo this article abusing the 
south and her institutions! All is in danger; 
now, if ever, we must be united or we are 
ruined. Give up the Veto power! Look 
upon that man as demented, or worse, a de¬ 
liberate traitor to the south, who in a time of 
so much excitement and danger as this would 
place a northern man (doubtless an abolition-i 
1st at heart) in the Presidential seat, in pref¬ 
erence to a tried friend, one who like 
selves, is familiar with our institution 
This, it is true does not go into the p 


press—but the sentiment in every variety of 
form and impassioned exaggeration, goes from 
voice to voice, from ear to ear, vibrating like 
the Magnetic Telegraph, with the rapidity of 
lightning, through the entire south; and the 
just and generous man who strives to stem 
the torrent is sure to be overborne and politi¬ 
cally dead forever. Neither in the open nor 
in the narrow seas should freemen lower their 
peak to the proudest that sails on the ocean. 
It is no party matter, but off general concern. 
To admit Texas without the restriction of 
just compromise, would be, by greatly in¬ 
creasing the slave power, to set the seal of ir¬ 
revocable degradation on every statesman of 
the free States, and stain with infamy the 
North.

exhibiting a bright example of the advantages 
of free labor. The Antigua Herald says, 

We have no hesitation in declaring oi 
belief, that at this present moment Antigua 
foremost in the field, and that she ignow mak¬ 
ing greater efforts to economise labor, to sub¬ 
stitute implemental for manual force, and 
thus to secure her success, than any other col¬ 
ony in this archipelago. It is certain that she 
has produced this year, with decidedly less 
than 10,000 pair of hands, a crop nearly equal 
to that of Barbadoes, with more than 30,000. 
We speak of available hands, actually brought 
estate operations.”

Ocr Relations with Brazil.— The 
Washington correspondence of the Herald 
says important despatches havejust been rt 
ceived by the Department of State from Mi 
Wise, our Minister at Brazil, relating to th 
recentinsultgiven by that government to him¬ 
self, our Consul at Rio, and to the Comman¬ 
der of the frigate Raritan, who had seized up¬ 
on the slave vessel, Porpoise, with her cargo 
of slaves and specie, but which, from the 
threats ofthe Brazilian government, he was 
forced to relinquish. 

The despatches referred to from Mr. Wise 
call for definite instructions as to the course 
he is to pursue in his present relations with 
the Brazilian government. He urges the im¬ 
mediate appearance of u formidable naval 
force in that quarter, for the protection of our 
commercial and maritime interests, and the 
expediency of his withdrawal from that gov¬ 
ernment, inasmuch as he cannot well see how 
the matter is to he settled amicably and hon¬ 
orably to ourselves, as the insult was gratuit¬ 
ous on the part of the Brazilians, who refuse 
to apologise, and continue to hold forth fresh 
menuces to himself, and of course to the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States. It is said that 
there has already been a Cabinet meeting up- 
oil the subject; that the naval force intended 
lor Mexico, will receive instructions to visit 
Rio; that Mr. Wise will not return until such

Josiah W. Seaver, Asa Cole, Moses Recker. 

Hersom, were ap¬ 
pointed to report the most effective plan for 
prosecuting the anti-slavery enterprize in this 
county. Voted to adjourn to meet at seven 
o’clock, this evening. Met according to ad¬ 
journment, and listened to an eloquent expo- 
by Col. Miller, ofthe deep degradation 
nation in its wicked attempt to annex 
to this Union. Adjourned to meet at 
half past nine to-morrow morning.

INQUIRY—SLAVERY IN MAINE. 

Could the Legislature of Maine by statute 
law reduce one sixth of the people of this 
State to chattel slavery without violating the 
constitution of the United States? Such 
act would obviously violate our state consti¬ 
tution, but that is not the question;—-would it 
violate the United States Constitution? This 
may appear at first view to have no practical 
importance, but we are sure it is otherwise, 
and wc ask for it a careful investigation.- 
The people ought to know for themselves by 
what tenure they hold their rights, and what 
is their protection. Suppose such a law to 
be actually passed, and the attempt made to 
carry it into effect by depriving a part of the 
citizens of their liberties, would they have 
any constitutional right to redress? Such 
act could not deprive them ofthe right of ha¬ 
beas corpus, by which their case must b< 
brought before the court, for section 9 reads 
“The privilege of habeas corpus shall not be 

spended unless in cases of insurrection,

HOW TO KNOW THE WHIG CREED.

The constitution also prescribes the princi¬ 
ples tmA forms hy which the trial shall be 
conducted. The Preamble makes Liberty 
and Justice the controlling elements of the 
whole instrument, and Art. 5, of the Amend¬ 
ments reads:—“Nor shall any person be de¬ 
prived of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law ," that is, he shall have 
and fair trial. A mere arbitrary act of legis¬ 
lation by which men are deprived of all rights, 
like an act of the Inquisition, is not “due pro-j 
cess of law,” nor will any intelligent man so 
pretend. The constitution farther secures to 
them a jury trial, as the amount of alleged 
property must be presumed to be over twenty 
dollars. Will the claim to these persons 
property stand against the old Habeas Corpus 
and the Jury Trial, made effective through 
‘due process of law?” But they have still 
farther defence. 

Against the violent assault on their persons I A”” 6 *” 4 * 011, 
and houses by which they were arrested they 
present the 4th Art. of Amendments. “The 
ight of the people to be secure in their j 
sons, houses, papers, and effects, against 
reasonable searches and seizures, shall not be \ 
violated." They may also plead all the other 
rights of human nature in their defence 
particularly named in the constitution, 

:ording to Art. 9. “The enumeration in the 
constitution of certain rights shall not be 
slrued to deny or disparage others retained 
by the people.” But is the court authorized 
to overrule the statute of the state by which 
these persons are enslaved, and set them free 
Certainly. Read Art. 6, clause 2. “This| 
constitution shall be the supreme law of the 
land; and the judges in every state shall be 
bound thereby, anything in the constitu¬ 
tion or laws or any state to the contrary 
notwithstanding!!" Now shall n< 
people be set at liberty, and would 
honest court on earth so decree? If 
constitution in its securities of personal rights, 
solemn mockery—an imposition on public 
credulity. 

But if Maine cannot enact a constitutional 
slave law, how can South Carolina or Virgin- 
do it? Have we not as extensive rights as 
any other state? If the constitution prohibits 
this state from enslaving its people, as 
fectly manifest, why does it not prohibit oth-1 
ers? If Mississippi can enslave her inhabit- 
constitutionality so can Maine; and if 
Maine cannot, Mississippi cannot; and we 
again, can the legislature of this state en¬ 
act slave laws without violating the constitu- 
' mi of the United States? 

The constitutional rights of the persons 
above supposed, are the constitutional rights J 
of every slave in the United States. True they 
have long suffered their wrongs, but by that 
they forfeited none of their personal rights. 

The law by which they are enslaved is an un¬ 
constitutional law, which, by long continu¬ 
ance, can have acquired no binding force. 

The constitution inhibits any state from 
passing “any bill of attainder," and congress 
cannot do it even for treason; but slavehold- 
Jaw is to ail intents a law of attainder, 
and ofthe worst conceivable kind: for it not 
only, like the old English law, deprives of all 
right of holding or inheriting property to the 
twentieth generation, for a crime of the an¬ 
cestor; but it deprives of all civil existence, 
without crime, and forever. Tit so “corrupts 
the blood” as to compel the child to “follow 
the condition of the mother” to all generations. 

Here is a [most manifest law of attainder, 
which the constitution positively forbids; aud 
on this ground alone an impartial court would J 
give the persons supposed their liberties 
Let it not be said, that although u state 
might not originally enslave any of its popu¬ 
lation, yet it might continue their existing 
enslavement. This is impossible. If it has 
no power to enact, it has none to enforce 
slave law—one involves the other. 

We ask again, can the state of Maine on-

When and where was an anti-slavery 
article incorporated into the whig creed?—at 
what convention ? We ask not what individ¬ 
uals may have said when they wish to get to 
congress, but what is the creed of the party, 
fairly settled in convention ? By this the par- 
y is to be judged, and Mr. Greely is right 
•efusing to “recognize” any thing else. Thus 
fairly judged there is not an anti-slavery prin¬ 
ciple or object in the party as such, and none 
can honestly be predicated of it. 

Another thing. On what ground was it as¬ 
serted so confidently last year that the whig 
parly was an anti-Texas party?

“The last advices from California inform 
us that the proviuce is in a state of revolution 
—the natives tvishing to expel the Mexicans, 
and having every prospect of success. The 
struggle will be short, if it has not already ter¬ 
minated. We learn also that many of our 
citizens who emigrated to Oregon have fallen 
down and settled in North California, and 
that they have found the most delightful cli¬ 
mate and a rich soil. They affirm that Ore¬ 
gon is but a bleak, barren waste, compared 
with California. We refer to these facts to 
show that it is not at ail unreasonable to sup¬ 
pose that California may be in a condition at 
a very early day, to be annexed to

As a Nation, 
our destiuy seems fast urging us towards the 
coast of Darien—the barrier is too feeble to 
protect the prey. Mexico, weak us she ap¬ 
pears to us, is powerful, when compared with 
every other people on this continent except 
ourselves. Pile Governments of Yucatan, 
Guatemala, and the few independent tribes of I 
Indians immediately bordering on the Isthmus 
are scarcely worth naming as obstacles, 
twenty thousand well disciplined men from 
the Mississi ppi Valley,tire able to fight through 
from the Rio Grande to the Isthmus of Dari- 
en. That such will be done after a genera¬ 
tion or two of croakers has passed away, is as , 
certain,as that the people are able to do it, if 
they will it It is a shame that so handsome 
a country should remain in such unimproving 
hands. 1 lie best portions of America are 
possession of a worn-ou t race, too weak 
flourish, too proud to toil—a race whose des¬ 
tiny is connected with nothing but wretched¬ 
ness and decay. To ease them of their feeble 
dominion, would, be to confer a great benefit 


'elation to annexation—the perpetual slnve- 
hoiding interest on one side, the remainder on 
the other. Gen. Houston, it is said, is out 
against it, and President Jones is deferring 
the question, not having called a meeting of | 
congress to consider it. Indeed, it is found 
that the constitution of Texas makes 
vision for such a measure, the piratical slave¬ 
holders who formed it being anxious to mnko 
slavery perpetual and secure. Dorrism is the 
only alternative, dangerous as that is to slave¬ 
holders. 


The National Register, the government 
gan, labors to show that Brown’s resolutions 
are impracticable.
